SECTION 1. For the apprehension of persons charged with offenses, -
the judges of the several courts of record, in vacation as well as in term 
time, and all justices of tlie peace, are authorized to issue process to carry 
into effect the provisions of this chapter. 

SEC. 2. Upon complaint being made to any such magistrate that a 
criminal offense has been committed, he shall examine on oath the com­
plainant, and any witness provided by him, and shall reduce the complaint 
to wriiing, and shall cause the same to be subscribed by the complainant; 
and if it appears that any such offense has been committed, the court or 
justice shall issue a warrant reciting the substance of the accusation, and 
requiring the officer to whom it is directed, forthwith to take the person 
accused and bring him before the said court or justice, or before some 
other court or magistrate of the county, to be dealt with according to law; 
and in the same warrant may require the officer to summon such witnesses 
as are therein named, to appear and give evidence on the examination. 

S E C . 3. If any person against whom a warrant is issued for an al­
leged offense committed in any county, either before or after the issuing 
of such warrant, escapes from or is out of the county, the sheriff or other 
officer to whom such warrant is directed may pursue and apprehend tlie 
party charged, in any county in this state, and for that purpose may com­
mand aid and exercise the same authority as in his own county. 

SEC. 4. In all cases where the offense charged in the warrant is not 
punishable ,by death or imprisonment in the state prison, if the person 
arrested requests that he may be brought before a magistrate of the 
county in which the arrest was made, for the purpose of entering into a 
recognizance without a trial or examination, the officer making the arrest 
shall carry him before a magistrate of that county, who may take from 
the person arrested a recognizance, with sufficient sureties, for his appear­
ance at the court having cognizance of the offense, and next hoi den in 
the county where it is alleged to have been committed; and the party 
arrested shall thereupon be liberated. 
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SEC. 5. The magistrate who so lets the person arrested to bail, shall Duty of magis-
certify that fact upon the warrant, and deliver the same with the recog- trate taking b!dl-
nizances by him taken, to the person who made the arrest, who shall 
cause the same to be delivered without unnecessary delay to the clerk of 
the court before which the accused was recognized to appear; and on ap­
plication of the complainant, the magistrate who issued the warrant, or 
the district attorney, shall cause such witnesses to be summoned to the 
same court as he thinks necessary. 

SEC. 6. If the magistrate in the county where the arrest was made Proceedings 
refuses to bail the person so arrested and brought before him, or if no f̂™os tcfwce'6 

sufficient bail is offered, the person having him in charge shall take him MI. 
before the magistrate who issued the warrant, or in his absence, before 
some other magistrate of the county in which the warrant was issued, to 
be proceeded with as hereinafter directed. 

SEC. 7. When the offense charged in any warrant is punishable with officer, how to 
death or by imprisonment in the state prison, the officer making the arrest of°feionyn CM° 
in some other county shall convey the prisoner to the county where the 
warrant issued, and he shall be proceeded with in the manner directed 
in the following section. 

SKC. 8. Every person arrested by warrant, for any offense where no party arrested, 
other provision is made for his examination thereon, shall be brought be- ]££°™ wbom % 

fore the magistrate who issued the warrant, or if he is absent or unable 
to attend, before some other magistrate of the -same county, and the war­
rant with the proper return thereon, signed by the person who made 
the arrest, shall be delivered to the magistrate. 

SEC. 9. Any magistrate may adjourn an examination or trial pending Examination 
before himself from time to time as occasion requires, not exceeding ten may be adjourn-
days at one time, without the consent of the defendant or person charged, 7 win. 398.

in the order; and on the day appointed he may be brought before the 
magistrate by his verbal order to the same officer by whom he was com' 
mitted, or by an order in writing to a different person. 

SEC. 12. The magistrate before whom any person is brought upon a Examination, -
charge of having committed an offense, shall, as soon as may be, examine how conducted, 
the complainant and the witnesses to support the prosecution, on oath, in 
the presence of the party charged, in relation to any matter connected with 
such charge, which may be deemed pertinent. 

SEC. 13. After the testimony to support the prosecution is finished, Rights of accused 
the witnesses for the prisoner, if he has any, shall be sworn and examined, on examination. 
and he.may be assisted by counsel in such examination, and also in the 
cross-examination of the witnesses in support of the prosecution.

SEC. 14. The magistrate while examining any witness may in Iris 
discretion exclude from the place of examination all the other witnesses; 
he may also, if requested, or if he sees cause, direct the witnesses for or 
against the prisoner, to be kept separate, so that they, cannot converse 
with each other, until they are examined. • 
. SEC. 15. The testimony of the witnesses examined shall be reduced 

to writing by the magistrate, or under his direction, and shall be signed 
by the witnesses, if required by the magistrate. 

SEC. 16. If it appears to the magistrateupon the whole examination 
that ho offense has been committed, or that there is not probable cause for 
charging the prisoner With the offense, he shall be discharged. 

SEC. 17. Persons charged with an offense punishable with death shall 
not bo admitted to bail when the proof is evident or the presumption 
great; nor any person, charged with an offense punishable with death or 
imprisonment in the state prison for a term exceeding seven years, be 
admitted to bail by a justice of the peace; in all other cases bail may be 
taken in such sum as in the opinion of the judge or magistrate will secure 
the appearance of the person charged with the offense at the court where 
such person is to be tried. 

SEC. 18. If it appears that an offense has been committed and that 
there is probable cause to believe the prisoner guilty, and if the offense is 
bailable by the magistrate, and the prisoner offers sufficient bail, or the 
amount of money in lieu thereof, it shall be taken and the prisoner dis­
charged ; but if no sufficient bail is offered or the offense is not bailable 
by the magistrate, the prisoner shall be committed for trial. 

SEC. 19. When the prisoner is admitted to bail, or committed by the 
magistrate, he shall also bind by recognizance such witnesses against the 
prisoner as he deems material, to appear and testify at the next court 
having cognizance of the offense, and in which the prisoner is held to 
answer. 

SEC. 20. If the magistrate is satisfied that there is good cause to 
believe that any such witness will not perform the condition of his recog­
nizance unless other security is given, such magistrate may order the 
witness to enter into a recognizance with such sureties as may be deemed 
necessary for his appearance at court. 

SEC. 21. When any married woman or minor is a material witness, 
any other person may be allowed to recognize for the appearance of such 
witness, or the magistrate may in his discretion take the recognizance of 
sucli married woman or minor in a sum not exceeding fifty dollars, which 
shall be valid and binding in Jaw, notwithstanding the disability of cover­
ture or minority. 

SEC. 22. All witnesses required to recognize either with or without 
to recognize, shaii sureties, shall, if they refuse, be committed to prison by the magistrate, 
o coram e . t j l e r e t o r e i n a u l -until they comply with such order or are otherwise cffs-

"- ' i~ 'charged according to law. 
SEC. 23. Any magistrate to whom complaint is made or before whom 

any prisoner is brought, may associate with himself one or more magis­
trates of the same county, and they may together execute the powers and 
duties before mentioned, but no fees shall be taxed for such associates. 

SEC. 24. All examinations and recognizances taken by any magistrate 
in pursuance of the provisions of this chapter, shall be certified and 
returned by him to the clerk of the court before which the party charged 
is bound to appear, on or before the first day of the sitting thereof, and 
shall be filed in said court; and if such magistrate neglects or refuses to 
return the same, he may be compelled forthwith by rule of court, and in 
case of disobedience, may be proceeded against by attachment as for con­
tempt.

S E C . 29. Whenever upon action brought upon any recognizance to Proceedings in 
prosecute an appeal, the penalty thereof is adjudged to be forfeited, or In^loga^ce. 
when by leave of the court, such penalty has been paid to the county 
treasurer or to the clerk of the court, without a suit or before judgment 
has been given in a manner by law provided, if by law any forfeiture 
accrues to any person by reason of the offense of which the appellant was 
convicted, the court may award to him such sum as he may be entitled to 
out of such forfeiture. 

S:;c. §0. I f . a defendant in any indictment has been let to bail, after Defendant de-
verdict or trial, and neglects to appear before any court or officer, at any n

Sifb. 3 1 . When in any case a party in custody is desirous of giving proceedings be-
bail, the offense being bailable, and the district court is not in session in f°™ district 
the county, he may apply to the judge thereof, or a judge of the supreme tion to givo bail, 
court, upon his affidavit, showing the nature of the application and the 
names of the persons to be offered as bail, with a copy of the mittimus or 
papers upon which he is held in custody. T h e judge may thereupon by 
order direct the sheriff to bring up said party at a time and place named 
for the purpose of giving bail. Notice of such application shall be given 
to the county attorney, if he is within the county, and no matters can 'be 
inquired into except such as relate to the amount of bail and the suffi­
ciency of the sureties.
